He  explained  that  revised  calculations  of  the  manpower 
needed  in  this  country  to  support  Southeast  Asia  deploy- 
ments and  to  continue  the  one-year  tour  in  Vietnam  will 
permit  substantial  reductions  in  trained  strength  require- 
ments previously  planned  for  the  Army. 

Anti-Infiltration  System 
Planned  Along  Vietnam  DMZ 

Secretary  of  Defense  Robert  S.  McNamara  said  Sept.  7 
the  Defense  Department  is  preparing  to  install  an  anti- 
infiltration system  along  Vietnam’s  DMZ. 

He  said  the  equipment  will  probably  be  installed  late 
this  year  or  early  next  year. 

Objectives  of  the  anti-infiltration  system  will  be  to 
make  infiltration  more  difficult,  not  to  stop  it,  he  said. 

“We  know  that  no  obstacle  system  can  stop  the  infiltra- 
tion of  personnel  and  supplies,”  he  said. 

He  did  not  say  what  detecting  devices  would  be  set  up, 
except  that  they  would  range  from  “barbed  wire  to  highly 
sophisticated  devices.” 

“I  do  not  intend  to  give  the  enemy  the  advantages  of 
knowing  what  materials  we  will  use,  where  they  might 
be  used  or  in  what  quantities,”  he  said. 


Acceleration  of  the  campaign  to  eliminate  housing  dis- 
crimination against  military  men  and  their  families  is 
under  way,  Secretary  of  Defense  Robert  S.  McNamara 
announced  at  a Pentagon  press  conference. 

Recent  official  surveys,  he  explained,  reveal  that  while 
the  housing  problem  varies  in  intensity  from  one  base  to 
another,  four  particular  patterns  exist: 

• Enlisted  personnel  are  the  hardest  hit. 

• Negro  families  suffer  most  acutely. 

• In  majority  of  communities  surveyed,  well  over  50% 
of  the  Negro  families  were  dissatisfied  with  their  housing; 
more  than  40%  had  difficulty  finding  suitable  housing, 
chief  reason  being  racial  discrimination. 

• Negro  families  reported  that  difficulty  in  finding 
suitable  housing  was  having  an  adverse  effect  on  their 
family  life,  job  performance  and  on  their  attitude  toward 
career  military  service. 

The  surveys,  said  the  secretary,  covered  24,000  rental 
facilities  near  military  bases,  containing  900,000  units 
in  46  states;  and  that  military  personnel  are  denied  equal 
housing  opportunity  in  at  least  33  percent  of  these 
facilities. 

The  secretary  said,  “It  shows  in  unprecedented  detail 
a shameful  story  of  discrimination  against  thousands  of 
men  in  uniform  and  their  families.  Prompt  remedial 
action  is  essential  and  we  propose  to  take  it.” 
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SELECTION  BOARD  HAS  convened 
at  the  Air  Reserve  Personnel  Center, 
Denver,  to  consider  4,500  eligible  non- 
active duty  Air  Force  Reserve  and 
Air  National  Guard  officers  for  pro- 
motion to  the  permanent  grade  of 
captain.

NAVAL  AIR  SYSTEMS  Command 
has  completed  flight  evaluation  of  a 
flight  path  control  system  (FPC)  on 
a SH-3A  Sea  King  helicopter.  The 
computer-controlled  system  can  fly 
the  helicopter  to  a preprogrammed 
point,  or  into  and  out  of  hover.  The 
system  can  also  be  “commanded”  to 
fly  the  helicopter  to  points  designated 
by  the  pilot. 

AN  AIR  FORCE  Logistics  Command 
Briefing  Team,  Wright-Patterson 
AFB,  Ohio,  is  visiting  55  Air  Force 
ROTC  detachments  in  20  states  to 
educate  and  motivate  cadets  for  a 
career  in  logistics. 

THREE  AF  CHAPLAINS  from  Mc- 
Chord  AFB,  Wash.,  serve  “more  than 
600  men  and  their  families  each 
month”  at  remote  AF  stations  and 
installations.  Chaplain  (Maj.)  Donald 
E.  Bartone,  USAF,  said  the  service 
“is  designed  to  meet  the  specific  needs 
of  personnel  living  at  remote  sta- 
tions.” The  three  chaplains  cover 
nearly  one  million  miles  annually  in 
their  service  travels. 

MARINES  IN  VIETNAM  are  getting 
three  communications  vans  that  can 
be  carried  into  combat  by  helicopter. 
Specifically  designed  for  Vietnam  use, 
vans  are  equipped  with  high-frequency 
transmitters,  receivers  and  teletype- 
writers for  ship-shore  and  ground-air 
communications.  They  will  be  manned 
by  Navy  communicators. 


MAJ.  GEN.  WILLIAM  D.  Greenfield, 
ADC  Deputy  Chief  of  Staff,  Opera- 
tions, has  been  reassigned  as  Com- 
mander, Tenth  AF  and  Central  North 
American  ADC  Region  with  head- 
quarters at  Richards-Gebaur  AFB, 
Mo.,  the  Pentagon  announced.

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Background  for  Commanders 

U.S.— PHILIPPINE  RELATIONS 


The  United  States  looks  out  westward  to  Asia  from  its 
Pacific  coast,  and  within  embattled  Asia  there  is  no  people 
whom  we  know  as  well  or  who  understand  us  as  well  as 
the  people  of  the  Philippines.  Thus,  in  this  moment  of 
history  when  events  in  Asia  are  so  crucial  and  critical 
and  when  the  United  States’  involvement  is  so  great,  the 
condition  of  the  relationship  of  the  Philippines  and  the 
United  States  is  indeed  important  and  significant  to  both 
nations. 

The  United  States  is  increasing  its  military  and  eco- 
nomic assistance  to  the  Philippines.  This  assistance  has 
included  such  notable  items  as  high-speed  boats  to  help 
in  the  antismuggling  campaign,  new  modern  aircraft  for 
the  Philippine  Air  Force,  the  turnover  a few  days  ago  of 
engineering  equipment  for  the  Engineering  Construction 
Battalions,  and  an  increasing  participation  by  AID  in  the 
very  encouraging  program  which  is  now  going  forward 
in  the  Philippines  in  the  field  of  rural  development  and 
increased  agricultural  productivity. 

Common  U.S. — Philippine  Interests 

There  is  more  to  be  done  here  in  the  Philippines  and 
more  changes  to  come.  The  period  ahead  will  not  be  an 
easy  one.  Our  negotiations  on  bilateral  issues  will,  of 
course,  be  carried  out  against  the  background  of  conflict 
and  conflagration  in  Southeast  Asia.  And  these  negotia- 
tions coming  up  in  the  near  future  are  important  and  com- 
plex. There  will  be  those  who  will  attribute  unworthy 
motives,  and  there  will  be  those  who  will  seek  to  distort 
and  demean  the  efforts  we  both  are  making. 

If  it  can  be  said,  as  I assert  here  confidently  today, 
that  there  is  a fundamental  harmony  in  Philippine  and 
American  foreign  policy  objectives,  it  can  also  be  said, 
and  with  much  greater  force,  that  there  is  a fundamental 
desire  on  the  part  of  Americans  to  see  Filipinos  achieve  at 
home  what  they  want  for  themselves  and  for  their  children. 

Achieving  Philippine  Aspirations 

I know  and  you  know  that  the  average  Filipino  today 
is  not  having  an  easy  time.  I know,  too,  that  your  Gov- 
ernment wants  to  improve  the  well-being  of  the  average 
Filipino;  to  increase  his  productivity  and  the  income  he 
receives  for  his  labor;  to  make  available  to  him  the  bene- 
fits of  modem  scientific  agriculture  and  industry;  and  to 
give  him  improved  public  health  services,  irrigation  sys- 
tems, highways,  schools;  land  reform — in  short,  to  give 
him  confidence  and  hope  in  the  future. 

People  who  are  the  severest  critics  of  the  United  States 
hold  the  view,  if  I interpret  them  correctly,  that  this 
progress  must  be  achieved  in  accordance  with  Philippine 
aspirations  and  Philippine  directives  and  under  Philippine 
administration  and  control.  And  of  course  we  agree 
with  that. 


Without  a strong  nationalism,  you  cannot  possibly 
hope  for  the  development  of  a civic  consciousness  that 
will  bridge  the  gap  between  individual  or  family  interests 
and  that  of  the  nation,  nor  can  you  hope  to  develop  the 
vital  spirit  of  self-sacrifice  which  has  been  an  essential 
ingredient  in  the  creation  of  every  great  nation. 

What  we  do  think  is  an  error  is  to  feel,  as  some  Fili- 
pinos have  candidly  stated,  that  until  you  destroy  our 
good  name  or  good  record  in  this  country  you  cannot 
create  a valid  national  identity  of  your  own.  I would 
argue  that  this  is  seriously  misleading  and  directs  the 
attention  of  the  nation  to  complaints,  self-pity,  and  destruc- 
tive criticism  rather  than  to  sacrifice  and  self-reliance. 

Americans  recognize,  one  might  say  almost  as  an  article 
of  faith,  that  if  the  Philippines  are  to  succeed  in  strength- 
ening their  nation  and  securing  the  blessings  of  liberty  for 
all  their  people — not  just  some — it  can  come  about  only 
through  the  enlightened  efforts  of  Filipino  patriots  to  do 
that  themselves  and  that  our  role  is  only  to  help. 

Communist  Threat  to  Freedom  in  Asia 

The  strength  of  America’s  belief  in  the  general  proposi- 
tion that  Asian  nations  should  be  free  and  independent 
and  able  to  conduct  their  affairs  in  their  own  way  is 
proven  and  demonstrated  in  the  blood  of  our  sons  who  are 
dying  in  Vietnam  and  in  the  treasure  which  we  expend 
there.  About  half  a million  American  young  men  are  in 
Vietnam  today  and  billions  of  American  taxpayers’  money 
has  been  spent  in  Vietnam — not  because  we  want  to  con- 
trol that  country  but  because  we  want  it  to  be  free  and 
because,  by  helping  Vietnam  retain  its  freedom,  we  are 
helping  to  guarantee  the  freedom  of  other  countries  in 
Asia  and  to  defeat  the  Communist  tyranny  which  threatens 
that  freedom.  And  I know  it  is  because  the  Philippines 
believes  in  the  same  things  that  you  Filipinos  have  sent 
your  PHILCAG  (Philippine  Civic  Action  Group)  contingent 
to  Vietnam. 

Why  does  America  evince  this  passion  for  the  freedom 
of  other  nations — nations  across  the  vast  expanse  of  the 
Pacific  from  the  United  States  itself?  It  is  because  we 
believe  that  our  own  American  way  of  life  can  thrive  and 
prosper  best  in  the  environment  of  a world  of  free  nations, 
also  aspiring  to  a world  in  which  the  rights  of  the  indi- 
vidual will  be  safeguarded  and  his  opportunities  to  develop 
his  own  full  potential  will  be  cherished  and  enhanced. 

And  this  is  the  vision  which  I hope  in  the  years  ahead 
will  find  the  Philippines  and  the  United  States  working 
together  in  a joint  effort  to  achieve  a world  free  from 
war  and  untroubled  by  hunger  or  fear.

The  system  has  shown  marked  sav- 
ings in  administrative  effort  in  main- 
taining records  and  accumulating  sta- 
tistics. It  is  believed  to  be  the  first 
to  simultaneously  produce  data  cards 
for  computer  processing  and  a record 
for  the  individual  health  folder.

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Australian  AF  Squadron 
Joins  RVN  Air  Effort 

Canberra  No.  2 Squadron  of  the 
Royal  Australian  Air  Force  has  been 
integrated  into  the  overall  Tactical 
Air  Control  System  as  part  of  the 
Allied  air  effort  in  Vietnam. 

The  Phan-Rang-based  squadron  of 
twin-jet  B-57  Canberra  aircraft  is 
used  as  required  in  support  of  Allied 
operations  regardless  of  nationality 
of  forces  being  supported.

Air  Defense  Command  Unit 
Establishes  Flight  Record 

The  Air  Defense  Command’s  456th 
Fighter  Interceptor  Sq.,  Castle  AFB, 
Calif.,  has  established  an  Air  Force 
record  by  flying  106  flights  during  a 
six-hour  period  in  F-106  supersonic 
aircraft. 

Squadron  Commander  Lt.  Col.  John

August  Bond  Sales 
Increase  Three  Percent 

Treasury  officials  report  sales  of  E 
Series  savings  bonds  during  August 
were  the  highest  for  any  August 
since  1945  and  three  percent  above 
sales  for  the  same  period  last  year. 

The  public  bought  $367  million 
worth  of  the  E bonds  during  the 
month  and  $32  million  of  H bonds. 

Officials  said  that  August  sales  of 
E and  H series  bonds  brought  the 
total  amount  of  outstanding  bonds  to 
a record  level  of  more  than  $51  bil- 
lion. 
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
